With 
that huge historio potato we read of in 
The Citizrn of last week lying upon the 
mantel, and the great big warm heart of 
our worthy host and fellow-member 
thumping against his ribs a welcome 
for us, together with a large member¬ 
ship and new accessions there to.consplr- 
ed to make dur meeting a grand one. 
And It was a benediction to every one 
present to see the smile that stole over 
the countenance of our very highly 
teemed Treasurer as the funds came 
pouring Into his coffers from the hands 
of his fellow-members, for, by the by, be 
1 ht remembered that It takes money to 
run an improvement Association of the 
nature and design of that of Falrvlew. 
We are no dress parade affair as our 
membership Is made up of men of 
“action, noble, Godlike action.” 

Among the many matters discussed at 
our last meeting was the star-chamber 
afternoon sessions of our new Township 
Committee. Time was, as all remember,
